German Prison 


Sgt. Garland Williams, son of 
Mr. and Mrs C. W. Williams of 
Houston, and formerly of Coman­ 
che. was recently liberated from 
a Nazi prisoner of war camp by 
the Russians, according to a let­ 
ter received here by his sister, 
Mrs. Theron McKinzie. 
Sgt. Williams was reported miss-j 
ing in action about six months 
ago and later was reported as a 
prisoner of the Germans. The let-| 
ter from the liberated soldier fol­ 
lows : 
France. 
Friday, May 18. 1945 
Dear Mother and Dad: 
This is about the first letter 
I’ve been able to write you now 
for some time. Wrote a few from 
the PO.W. camp but doubt if 
you ever got many of them, at any 
rate hoping you get this one. 
I guess you got the wire I sent 
by Red Cross, telling you that 
we have been liberated and asking 
for a report. I asked for that be­ 
cause I haven't heard from any of 
you since November, and believe 
me that is quite some time. I 
guess you probably know that we 
were located at Barth, Germany 
in Northern position upon the

Baltic Sea. We were liberated by 
the missions the 1st. and flew 
from there to Reim.*. France, and 
now at St. Valery ,a P.O.E. camp 
for the States. And that is about 
all I can tell you. Will be any­ 
where from 2 to 3 weeks here 
before leaving for the States, and 
will come by boat So I'm hoping 
that by July will be on a fur- 
iough in the States. Gosh, to me 
that sure sounds good too.
